Treſpaſs; inſomuch, that.T hirty pri- 
vate Souldiers were ſeletted forth of 
Colonel Sy denhamis Regiment of Foot; 
V4Z, Three. out cf each ( ompany, by 
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Order and ( ommand from a Supt riour 
Gfficer; the ſole Command whereof Was 
impowred upon a Serjeant of the ſaid 
Regiment ; Who (according to his Or- 
dex and -Inſirutticns\). marched to the 
place appointed, to ſecure the Corn and 
Grain;. but in ſtead of forcing ont the 
Cattle in a peaceatle G:quiet manner, 
they recav: da griat Ajfault from the 
Conn ehhrmg fell upon them bothwith 
FPitch+forks,Long Sythes; Axes; and 
the like ;being about erght ſcore in num- 
ber,with ſuch inveterate Fury & vio- 
lence,that the Sonldiery(bems, but is;
